.Chancellor Cody and he. admitted by' him to their various degrees. It was interesting 
to note the comparatively large ‘number of students who evidently came fjom far counv- 
trie^,- One young man in, particular', a’ Mohammedan from India, was. striking in his 
native costume. 

w It might be. said of you to-day that you.- are. now^ educated,," said President ‘ Smith to' • 
the graduating classes. "You can never describe ’anyone as 'an educated mahe It is a‘ 
continuous and unceasing process". .He told the students . their diplomas were passes in- 
to the storehouse of culture and wisdom, and it' is for them to take possession of thfe 
'heritage they will find -therein,. Dr, Smith urged them to keep in touch with- the Uni- 
versity. "Many of you," he said, "have seen railway tickets on which are written the 

words,-* Not good if detached* . May you never become . detached from your University. 

You represent the hope of your Alma Mater and you with other men and women who have' had 
similar opportunities-, are. the hope of mankind." ^ 

Following Convocation, the procession of celebrities - Chancellor, President, the 
Premier -bf Ontario, the Uhaixman -of the Board- of.. Governors , the heads of schools and 
departments and all the, learned faculty members, including Dr. Byorson, Mi ssr Jackson 
and Miss Forster, passed, out of the building and, willy-nilly, went down the road to- 
wards College Street for the laying of the corner stone of the new Chemistry Building. 

It was an interesting scene. There were the brightly-robed professors and other dig- 
nitaries', tho camera men and newsmen, and, on the beams above, looking do\.n on the 
colourful throng, were many workmen,. Off to one side there was a man, presumably from 
one of the papers, sketching Premier Drew. Premier Drew spoke very appropriately, de- 
clared the stone well and truly laid, and among other things said, "Hero may be unlock- 
ed many of the secrets of nature". .
